The  President  of  the 
Manumission  Society  of  North  Carolina  writes 
to  the  editor  of  the  Genius  of  Universrd  Eman- 
cipation, under  date  of  March  14,  1825,  as  fol- 
lows:—"The  annual  meetingof  our  General  As- 
sociation, is  over.  There  were  1 10  delegates 
appointed  to  attend;  and  a  large  numlier  of 
spectators  were  present.  We  have,  now,  about; 
twenty  Branches.  I  am  pleased  also  to  see  a 
star  in  \Vest  Tennessee."  In  another  letter,  the 
President  further  observes-.— "There  has  been  a 
more  rapid  increase  of  the  Manumission  Socie- 
ty, of  late,  in  this  and  some  of  the  circumjacent 
-counties,  than  1  could,  with  my  most  san'.'uine 
hopes,  have  anticipated;  a  detailed  account  of 
•which  will,  probably,  be  forwarded  for  publica 
tion."  This,  altoscether,  is  truly  good  news.— 
Go  on,  mv  brcihren. 

Since  the    liberation  of  his  slaves,   David 
Patterson,  Esq.   of  North  Carolinaj   has  been 


from  a  visit  to  the  Society's  settlement  at  Libe- 
ria, gives  a  cheering  account  of  its  condition 
and  prospects.  Some  evils,  as  might  have  been 
expected,  were  found  to  exist  there;  but  these 
have  been  greatly  mitigated,  if  not  wholly  re- 
moved. The  arrival  of  the  new  colonists,  who 
sailed  from  this  country  early  in  the  year,  pro- 
duced the  liveliest  joy.  The  town  of  .Vionrov^ia 
is.  increasing  with  rapidity;  its  defences  are 
complete,  and  its  inhabitants,  for  the  most  part, 
are  contented  and  happy  The  Society's  at- 
tempts at  home,  toward  an  augmentation  of  its 
funds,  have  not  yet  met  with  that  success  they 
so  well  deserve—but  the  Directors  are  animated 
with  a  determination  to  pers-vere  in  their  laud- 
able efibrts  until  they  shs^U^  have  succeeded  in 
rendering  the  undertaking  an  object  of  national 
enterprise.  When  this  point  shall  have  been 
••eachcd,  they  look  upon  complete  success  as 
certain.  The  death  of  Ge".  Harper  received  an 
apin-o,)riate  notice,  and  his  enthusi.istic  devo- 
tion to  the  great  design  of  the  Society  was  com- 
memorated with  becoming  eulogy." 

The  bri?  Hunter  sailed  earlv  in  the  last  month 
from  •  orfolk  for  Liberia.  This  vessel  has  tak- 
en out  sixty-seven  emigrants,  under  the  pat- 
ronage of  the  colonization  society- 
Several  passengers  in  the  Hunger  were  eman- 
,-ipatedbv  benevolent  masters,  that  they  might 
become  members  of  the  African  colony.

Let  all  wlio  feel  an  interest  iiij 
promotins  the  Abolition  of  Slavery,  remain i 
firm  and  steadfast,  exerting  themselves  accord-| 
ing  to  the  means  which  the  Alniij;lity  hath  pla- 
ced within  their  reach,  and  all  the  powers  of 
avarice  and  usurpation,  combined,  shall  not  bi- 
able  to  prevent  the  completion  of  the  great,  the 
important,  the  holy  undcrt  .k  ng.  The  States 
of  Ohio  and  New-Jersey  have  the  honour  of  ta- 
king the  first  steps  (in  a  lej^islalive  capacity) 
that  are  calculated  to  direct  the  eye  of  this  Na- 
tion to  the  subject  under  consideration.  They 
stand,  pre-eminent,  for  virtue  and  consistency, 
in  this  respect,  and  w  ill  shine  in  the  American 
Republican  firmament,  like  brilliant  orbs,  amidst 
the  opaijne  political  bodies  that  are  congregated 
wilii  them. — lint  let  us  indulge  the  hope  that 
Others  will  borrow  a  portion  of  their  lustre;  and 
that  they  w  ill,  in  their  turn,  send  forth  the  illu- 
minating rays  of  universal  freedom,  truth  and 
justice,  to  enlighten  and  enliven  each  and  every 
object,  capable  of  being  thus  operated  upon  w  ith- 
in  the  range  of  their  inlluence. 

UESOLLTIONS. 

Rtsohed,  by  tin  Council  and  General  Asstiubly 
0f  Aew-Jersty,  That  the  consideration  of  a  sys- 
tem jirovidinn  for  the  general  emancijiation  of 
the  people  of  colour,  held  in  servitude  in  the 
United  States,  Ik-  rerommended  to  the  Legisla- 
tures of  the  several  States  of  the  American 
Unien,  and  to  the  Congress  of  the  I  nited States. 

Resolreil,  That  in  the  opinion  o.  this  LegisU- 
ture,  a  system  of  foreign  colonization,  w  ith  cor- 
resjiondent  measures,  might  be  adopted,  that 
would  in  due  time  etlect  the  entire  emancipa- 
tion of  the  slaves  in  our  country,  and  furnish  an 
asvlum  for  llir  free  blacks,  u  illioiit  :uiy  viola- 
tion of  the  national  compact,  or  iidringemcit 
of  the  rights  of  individnaU: — and  that  such  a 
system  should  be  predicated  upon  the  principle 
that  the  evil  of  slavery  is  a  national  one,  and 
that  the  people  and  the  States  of  this  Union 
ought,  mutually,  to  participate  in  the  duties 
and  biirden*  of  leinoving  it. 

Resolrcil,  That  his  I'.xct  lU  ncy,  the  Governor, 
be  requested  to  forward  a  copy  of  these  resolu- 


tions to  the  E\e<nilive.-  of  each  Stale  .:  the 
I  mon,  respectively,  with  a  leijuest  that  ihey 
lay  the  same  before  their  several  Legislalniesj 
and  that  his  K.\celleniy  will,  also,  lurw.ro  a 
like  copy  to  I'ath  ol  our  Senators  and  Ktpre- 
seiitatives  in  ("on'.;rv'Ss,  requestmi:  their  co->'pe- 
ration  in  all  national  nieasnn  s,  having  ;■.  ti  n- 
diticy  to  efl'eet  the  grand  object,  embr.ued 
therein. 

The  editor  of  the  United  States  Ga'.etle, 
speaking  of  the  above  resolutions,  make-,  me 
tollowing  very  judicious  remar  s. — 

"During  the  late  sessior  of  the  Legislatur.'  of 
New'-Jeiscy.  the  subject  of  Cidonizin^  ihr  tree 
Macks  of  onr  country  was  referred  \"  ■•  rum- 
mittee.  That  committee,  by  their  .  h  i  ijuan, 
M>  Green,  repi-rted  at  some  lemith,  ..vm/  a 
view  of  the  operations  of  the  .Xmerican  Coloni- 
zation Society,  and  recommending  certain  res- 
olutions- a  copy  of  which  i^  lierewitli  furnished. 
It  was,  at  first,  expected  that  tiie  re)iort  would 
have  met  with  opposition,  and  would  have  iriv- 
en  rise  to  an  interesting  and  aniniat"d  discus- 
sion; but  owins,  either  to  the  pressure  of  other 
business  or  to  the  objections  lieing  ren>oved  by 
a  candid  and  silent  f  xamin;  lion  of  f  ct<,  the 
resolu  ions  passed  without  the  least  show  of 
resistance. 

It  is  desirable  that  every  Legislature  in  the 
Union  should  express  its  approbation  of  this,  or 
some  other,  plan  on  thi.s  impoitant  subject.  It 
is  the  dictate  of  prudence,  as  w  ell  as  the  demand 
of  justice,  that  the  injured  blacks  should  have 
some  asyiimi  otlerfd  them,  where  thry  may  be, 
not  merely  in  name,  but  in  fact,  free  and  inde- 
{)endenl.  Prejudice  is  w  earing  away,  and  it  is- 
to  be  hoped,  and  confiilently  expected,  that  the 
Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  will  not  fail  to  ex- 
press their  views  and  opinions  on  this  subject. 
In  a  State  like  ours,  whose  soil  is  not  polluted 
bv  slavery,  and  where  every  man  is  recuirnized 
as  a  iVeenuui,  snreiy  silence  on  this  matter 
would  be  reproachful."

md  Portuguese  Court  of  Mixed  Commis- 
sion. It  appears  that  tlie  first  was  rated 
it  120  tons  burden,  but  actually  measu- 
:  ed  little  more  tl.an  66  tons,  and  carried 
!56  slaves,  besides  her  crew,  18  in  num- 
ber. The  second  was  rateii  at  146  tons, 
aid  measured  between  95  and  96  tons — 
•■he  had  on  board  ^60  slaves.  The  third 
was  rated  at  281  tons,  but  measured  less 
than  166. — On  board  this  ship  were 
s!^owed  465  slaves,  besides  her  crew  of 
33  in  nuiubcr.  The  height  of  the  rooms, 
(T!  which  the  slaves  were  confined,  varied 
from  tvvo  feet  six  inches,  to  three  feet 
eleven  inches. 

The  editor  of  the  Gazette  concludes 
his  remarks,  on  this  subject,  as  follows: — 

"We  have  here  328  tons  of  shipping, 
licenced  to  carry  1,245,  and  actually  con-

So  says  my  friend  '^Benevolus.''^ — Now 
let  us   examine    the   subject  a  little,   and 
see  what  has  been  efl'ected  towards  the 
abolition  of  that  detestable  "trade,"which 
has  called  forth  the  eloquence  and  the 
energy  of  British  and   American   states- 
men, for  nearly  half  a  century.     It  is  my 
intention  to  shew,  not  only  that  it  has  not 
been,  but  that  it  will  not  be,  that  it   ca7i- 
not  be  abolished,  merely  by  carrying  on  a 
system  of  foreign  operations:  but  that,  on 
the   contrary,    the   MARKET  for  slaves 
must   be  annihilated,   ere   that  desirable 
event  will  be  brought  about.     I  think  it 
susceptible  of  the  clearest  demonstration, 
that  the  slave  trade  is  carried  on  as  ex- 
tensively, on  the  coast  of  Africa  at  pres- 
ent, as  ever  it  was.     This  being  the  case, 
it  must  necessarily  follow,  that  the  efforts 
of  those  who  have  succeeded  in  destroy- 
ing the  market  for  slaves  in  the    United 
States,   Mexico,  the  new    Flepublics   of 
South  America,  &c.  have  "done  more  for 
the    abolition  of  the    Afi-ican  slave  trade 
than  all  the  friends  of"  African  coloniza 
tion  in  the  world  ! 

The  bierra  Leone  Royal  Gazette,  of 
the  2Uth  Nov.  1824,  notices  the  manner 
in  which  three  slave  vessels  were  loaded 
4-c.  &c.  which  were  recently  taken  into 
that  port  for  adjudication,  in  the  British 


(in  these  three  vessels)  at  the  rate  of  11 
to  every  four  tons,  besides  the  men  navi- 
gating them,  ant!  the  water  and  provision 
necessary  for  so  great  a  number  of  peo- 
ple for  the  voyage,  together  with  their 
boats  and  ship's  stores.  As  the  men  and 
women  thus  embarked  were  712  in  num- 
ber, and  supposing  the  children,  both 
boys  and  girls,  to  be  either  always  kept 
on  deck,  or  confined  to  the  long  boat  (as 
is  the  practice,)  still,  only  a  little  more 
than  three  and  a  fourth  square  feet  was 
allowed  for  each  adult  African  thus  ship- 
ped— a  space  which,  we  would  suppose, 
no  human  being  could  long  exist  in;  and, 
indeed,  the  number  of  deaths,  and  the 
emaciated  state  of  the  survivors,  too  fully 
prove  this  to  be  the  case  !  From  the 
crowded  state  of  these  vessels,  we  do  not 
hesitate  to  say,  that  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble to  cram  the  number  on  board  which 
the  authorities  of  the  Brazils  (by  sanc- 
tioning these  false  descriptions  of  vessels) 
give  the  masters  permission  to  take;  it  is, 
therefore,  to  a  certain  extent,  useless, 
although  proving  to  the  world  that  this 
government,  not  content  with  allowing 
their  subjects  to  carry  on  the  odious  traf- 
fic, sanction  such  means  of  doing  so  as 
aggravate  the  misery  of  the  unfortunate 
victims  thus  forced  away  from  their  fami- 
lies and  country.  We  sliall  make  no  fur- 
Jther  remark§  on  this  painful  subject,  sat- 
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istitid  that  »!uch  cruel  dereption  as  is 
clearly  slieuii  to  be  sanctioned  by  this 
Toner,  which  is  thus  adiliii;!  Inrther  hor- 
rors to  tiie  already  detestable  slave  trade,

W'e  trust,  however,  that  this  occurnmce 
will  be  thoroughly  sifted,  and  the  whole 
of  the  trms.iction  t'aiily  st-ited  to  the  Biit- 
i*h  public,  that  it  may  no  longer  be  made 
the  dupe  of  so  inrnnous  a  humbug."

I  will  now  int.'odure  a  «hort  extract 
from  a  late  report  of  a  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Kepresentativ;^s  of  the  United 
Stales,  to  whom  was  refi-rred  the  subject 
of  the  suppression  ot'the  slave  trade,  at 
the  session  of  1822.  It  was  imbodicd 
in  a  late  report  of  a  similar  Committer, 
and  its  applicability  to  the  present  period, 
must,  therefore,  have  been  by  them  ad- 
mitted 

'  r>y  an  instruction  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Suppression  of  the  Slave  Trade, 
of  the  15th  of  .January,  1822,  the  same 
gubject  was  a  third  time  brought  directly 
before  the  House  of  Representatives. — 
The  instruction  called  ihe  attention  of  the 
committee  to  the  present  condition  of  the! 
African  slave  trade;  to  the  defects  of  any 
of  the  existing  laws  tor  its  suppression, 
and  to  their  appropriate  remedies.  In 
the  report  made  in  obedience  to  this  in- 
struction, on  the  12th  of  April,  1822,  the 
conmiiltee  state,  t  at,  after  having  con- 
sulted all  the  evidence  within  their  reach. 
thev  are  broug  it  to  the  mourutul  conclu- 
sion, that  the  traffic  prevailed  to  a  greater 
extent  than  ever,  and  with  increased  ma- 
lignity; that  its  total  suppression,  or  even 
sensible  diminution,  cannot  be  expected 
from  the  separate  and  disunited  efforts  of 
one  or  more  states,  so  long  as  a  single  tlai 
remains  to  cover  it  from  detection  and 
punishment.  T'ey  renew,  therefore,  as 
the  only  practicable  and  efficient  remedy,] 
the  concurrence  of  the  United  States  with 
the  maritime  Powers  of  Europe,  in  a  mo 
dified  and  reciprocal  exercise  of  the  right 
ot' search." 

Enough  has  been  said  to  shew  that, 
notwithstanding  the  opinion  is  abroad 
which  has  con-;ign>(i  trie  sl;ive  trade  to 
the  ''tomb  ot  the  capultits;"  and  although 
many  are  congr;ilul.iting  themselves,  in 
tl  e  belief  that  the  seal  of  destruction  h  is 
bef^n  set  upo  n  it;  stil!,  we  see  that  it  is 
yet  pursued  as  vigorously  as  we  can  itn- 


Lnne  it  ever  to  have  been,  and  in  all  its 
orrid  forms.      If  we  have  not  "contirma- 
lion  strong  as  proofs  from  holy  writ,"  we 
live,  at  least,  evidence   which  ought  to 
satisfy  any  reasonable  mind,  of  the  inad- 
quacy  of  the  measures  that  have  hitherto 
been   adopted,  to  put  an  end    to  this  vile 
traffic.     Our  statesmen    have   calculated 
most    confidently    on  their  efficacy,  but 
they  have  been  deceived;  and  I   hesitate 
not  to  assert  that  they  v.'ill  still  be  deceiv- 
ed, if  they  depend   upon  a  system  of  for- 
eign  operations,  and  expect  to  destroy    it 
by    treating  it  as  piracy.      True,   many 
slave    dealers    have  been  captured,  and 
some  of  them  will  probably  be  hung;  but 
this  does  not  destroy  the  "rrac/e."     It  is 
merely  like  the  lopping  off  a  (evf  branch- 
es  of  a  thrifty    willow,  by  the  side  of  a 
fruitful  fountain — Its  exut)erance  is,  mo- 
sMcntarily,  checked — but,  in  a  very  short 
time,  fifty  vigorous  shoots  put  forth,   for 
every  limb  that  has  been  amputated. — 
rhough  the  crime  of  "piracy"  be  attach- 
ed to   the  c  nduct  of  the  slave  trader,  it 
avails  but  little,  while  a  thousand  opportu- 
nities are  at  hand  to  escape  its  penalties. 
He  cares    not   what   hard    names  salute 
his    ear,  while  he  sees  the   golden  smile 
playing  in  the  countenance  of  his   abu- 
ser!    If  the  severity  of  his  threatened 
punishment  be  increased,  he  will  increase 
his  vigilance. — And  he  will  rarely  be  de- 
tected, as  long  as  those  who  keep   open 
the  market  for  his  hum.an  plunder  afford 
every  facility  in  their  power  for  his   es- 
cape.    It  may  be  considered  a  bold  asser- 
tion, but  it  may  nevertheless  be  made, 
without  the  fear  of  refutation,  that  many 
of  'he  custom-house   and  naval  otTicers, 
wlio    are  charged  with  the  execution   of 
the  laws  against  those  hardened  freeboot- 
ers, are,  themselves,  mstrument.d  in  car- 
rying on  the  nefarious  business. — And  so 
it  will  be,  while  sordid  interest  contmues 
to  sway  the  human  heart,  and  the  means 
ire  so  near  at  hand  to  gratify  the  lust  for 
gold.     Why,  it  may  be  asked,  has  not  the 
-lystem  of  piracy,  in  the  West  Indies,  been 
!<.ng  since   annihilated?     Do  our   states- 
men calculate  on  operating  more  effectu- 
dly,  on  Ihe  African  coast,  than  they  can  so 
near  at  home?   Thcma/'Atnorthe  pirates' 
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pliMulered  coods,  in  Cub;i,  iiiul  the  market 
for  tlie  slue  traders'  h'linan  liooty,  on 
the  continent  of  America,  will,  a-?  long  a? 
they  exi>l,  entice  darinjjand  soul-less  ad- 
venturers, and  the  horrid,  criminal  tral- 
fic  will  be  per|)eliiated.  It  is  vain  to 
suppose  that,  under  such  a  sl;ile  of  things, 
it  will  be  otherwise. 

"These  colonies,"  says  "Benevoliis," 
(meaning  the  settlements  in  .\lrica,)  "will 
cut  up  the  slave  trade,  hy  destroying  its 
cause,  as  well  as  its  effects.  They  willl 
substitute  a  legitimate  production  of  Alri-' 
can  labour  for  a  cruel  tralfic  in  tlie  labour-l 
ers  t'iciiiselves."  | 

Th.it  the  plaiiling  of  such  colonies  in 
that  country,  will  have  such  an  effect,  in 
soinedegree,  I  readily  admit.— \nd,  hence, 
I  have  been  unwilling  to  oppose  an  at- 
tempt to  make  the  exi)eriiaent.  But, 
from  what  we  have  seen,  thus  far,  the 
prospect  is  gloomy,  indeed.  It  will  take 
along  time,  truly,  under  the  present  sys- 
tem of  operations,  to  effect  any  thing  of^ 
importance  in  that  way.  \Vi:ile  the  mar- 
ket lor  slaves  continues  open  on  this  con- 
tinent, and  we  are  constantly  encouraging 
their  barbarous  practices  by  our  money 
and  means — ■u.'hile  xve  keep  up  the  very  same 
kind  of  traffic  in  these  States,  under  the  eye, 
and  Xi'ith  the  sanction  of  intr  general,  and 
many  »f  the  state  Governments,  that  we 
declaim  so  much  against  on  the  ocean — 
while  our  hands  are  dripping  with  the 
blood  of  oppression,  and  the  mark  of  hy- 
pocrisy and  despotism  is  engraven  on  our 
foreheads — how  can  they  place  confidence 
in  our  philanthropic  prol'essions,  or  be  in- 
duced to  change  their  idle,  their  vicious, 
their  plundering  mode  of  life?  Take 
away  tiie  meaiis  of  procuring  a  price  for; 
slaves,  and  they  will  no  longer  have  a 
motive  for  enslaving  each  other.  Let  us 
approach  them  wiili  clean  hands,  and 
they  will  morn  willingly  listen  to  our  ad- 
vice. Indeed,  when  we  view  the  sub- 
ject, in  all  its  bearings,   it  appears  that  aj  whole  of  our  coloured    population  from 


iiy  correspondent,  is  a  good  one.  It  is 
he  only  one,  in  liict,  that  can  ever  effect 
ilie  great  ol)iect  in  view.  It  totally  re- 
jects the  efficacy  of  tlie  sword,  and  calls 
ui  the  aid  of  moral  inlliience.  If  applied 
at  home,  as  well  as  abroad,  it  nii^fjit,  to 
speak  in  a  ligurative  sense,  be  compared 
to  the  lever  of  Archimedes. — It  would 
completely  overturn  that  miniature  world 
of  corruption,  the  system  of  Slavery  and 
the  Slave  Trade.  But  while  the  scene 
of  operations  is  laid  so  far  off,  the  pro- 
uress  of  the  work  has  been  exceedingly 
slow;  and,  in  the  meantime,  the  evil  is 
fast  increasing  within  our  own  borders, 
and  will  soon  assume  a  character  that  will 
render  it  absolutely  past  cure. 

It  is  very  emphatically  premised,  that 
the  descendants  of  Africa  \vill  all,  "in 
time,''  return  to  the  land  of  their  remote 
ancestors.  Here  I  must  be  pardoned  tor 
doubting  the  correctness  of  the  conclu- 
ion.  Theij  have  got  too  firm  a  foot-hold 
in  a  great  portion  of  tlie  continent  and 
islands  of  America.  The  vastness  of  the 
object  is  not  beyond  the  reach  of  the  im- 
agination, it  is  true;  but  nothing  else,  that 
belongs  to  human  nature,  can  grasp  it. 
Had  we  anot'ier  .17yie.s  specially  employ- 
ed, and  particularly  aided  by  the  miracu- 
lous power  of  super-human  means,  it 
might  be  done. — And  did  not  the  ocean 
present  an  intervening  barrier  of  greater 
magnitude  than  that  of  the  Ked  Sea,  it 
would  appear  somewhat  more  likely  that 
the  mighty  undertaking  could  be  accomp- 
lished by  us.  If  I  am  not  exceedingly  mis- 
t.iken.  Deity  will  be  less  indulgent  in  the 
gratitication  of  our  prejudices,  than  would 
be  requisite  to  perlbrm  a  work  of  sucli 
immense  magnitude. — And  poor  human 
nature  will  not  descend  from  its  throne  of 
self-love,  in  so  disinterested  a  manner; 
neither  will  the  clastic  purse-strings  re- 
lax sufficiently  for  the  purpose. — No,  in- 
deed! If  we  ever  expect  to  remove  the 


substitution  oi^  a  'legiiimite  production  of 
African  labour  for  a  cruel  traffic  in  thci 
labourers  themselves,"  will  be  a  consc-\ 
quence,  rather  than  a  cause,  of  the  aboli-j 
tion  of  the  slave  trade.  j 

The  principle  here  contended  for  by| 


this  country,  we  must  content  ourselves 
with  taking  them  a  much  shorter  distance. 
The  unbounded  avarice,  and  the  extreme 
wickedness  of  the  Europeans,  colonized 
America  with  the  African  race  A  great 
portion  of  this   continent  is  their  right- 
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fu!,  uiil  w!i  be  {he\r  perpetual,  inherit- 
ance. Tlioir  nu  libers  are  increasing, 
like  the  s;ind>;  on  the  «ea-shore.  It  is  the 
W'U  of  i-'roviflence  that  they  shall  rise 
above  the  huaiihating  condition  to  which 
they  have  been  recUiced. — And  they  ore 
rising  in  the  scale,  and  with  all  the  char 
acteristics,  of  national  importance.  If  we 
h-.ive  a  due  respect  tor  ourselves,  we 
sh^n  endeavor  to  atone,  in  some  jneasure, 
for  the  wrongs  we  have  meted  out  to 
them,  by  making  them  such  restitution  as 
we  can,  upon  the  principle  of  reason, 
tight  and  justice. 

I  will  now  take  leave  of  my  friend, 
"Benevolus,"  for  the  present  [  shall 
next  resume  the  subject  where  it  was  left, 
at  t'e  conclusion  of  the  third  Number  oi 
this  series. 

LETTERS   FROM  HAYTI. 

Every  thing  rolatmg  to  the  Republic  of 
Hayti,  at  the  present  period,  is  interest- 
ing. The  eyes  of  our  coloured  people 
are  directed  thither,  as  to  an  asylum  for 
the  unfortunate  of  their  race,  at  whom 
the  shafts  of  prejudice  and  bitter  perse- 
cution ar*^  pointed.  Well  may  they  look 
to  the  enlightened  Executive  of  that  Gov- 
ernment, as  a  second  Moses,  raised  up 
by  the  Almighty,  to  lead  them  out  of  the 
state  of  degradation,  into  which  they  were 
sold  (like  Joseph  was  to  t  e  Egyptians) 
by  their  cruel  and  hard-hearted  brethren. 
They  cannot  do  otherwise  than  appreci- 
ate the  boundless  benevolence  of  that 
grrat  man.  The  proud  example  of  na- 
tional wisdom  and  philanthropy,  exhibit- 
ed by  the  Government  over  which  he 
presides,  with  so  much  dignity,  must 
strike  conviction  to  the  hearts  of  the  wil- 
ful oppressors  of  the  African  descend- 
ants, in  this  country,  and  force  them  to 
see,  it  not  to  acknowlefigo,  their  ov/n 
wickedness;  and  it  must,  also,  teach  our 
citizens,  generally,  who  are  prejudiced 
against  these  people,  their  ignorance  of 
the  African  character.  Indeed,  it  cannot 
be  supposed  that,  with  the  light  pouring 
in  upon  them,  in  this  "enlightened  age," 
they  can  pos'^ibiy  withstand  its  mighty  in- 


fill 


ley  must  yield  to  tne  irresist- 


able  power  ot  truth,  and  admit   that  the 


blacks,  as  well  as  people  of  every  other 
grade  of  colour  under  heaven,  are  equally 
entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
freedom. 

But  it  is  not  my  intention  to  enter  at 
large  upon  this  subject  now.  I  merely 
wish  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  reader 
to  the  letters  inserted  below.  Hundreds 
of  communications  have  been  received 
in  this  count^y, from  emigrants  and  others, 
who  went  to  that  island,  during  the  last 
season;  all  of  which,  with  a  very  few  ex- 
ceptions, are  exceedingly  favorable  to  the 
cause  of  emigration;  and  furnish  ample 
and  conclusive  evidence  of  the  most  com- 
plete fultilment  of  the  propositions  of 
President  Boyer.  They  also  shew,  clear- 
ly, that  many  and  great  advantages  will  be 
realized  by  those  who  have  gone,  and 
may  hereafter  go,  with  a  view  of  becom- 
ing industrious  anil  orderly  citizens  of  the 
Ilepubltc  of  Hayti.  In  fact,  every  unfa- 
vorable report  that  has  been  circulated  in 
this  country,  relative  thereto,  has  been  ful- 
ly refuted.  That  there  are  some,  who 
will  not  find  everything  to  their  liking,  is 
to  be  expected.  Many  of  the  political 
slaves  of  Europe  are  dissatisfied  with  this 
couiKry  and  government,  when  they  ar- 
rive to  our  shores. — "What's  one  man's 
meat,  is  another's  poison."  But  it  may 
safely  be  said,  that  where  one  of  the  emi- 
grants has  been  displeased  with  the  state 
of  things  there,  nearly  one  hundred  have 
been  highly  gratified,  when  they  have  be- 
come fairly  acquainted  with  the  prospect 
before  them.  The  various  accounts  re- 
ceived, prove  the  correctness  of  this  opin- 
ion. The  limits  of  this  work  will  admit 
of  the  insertion  of  a  small  ^art  only,  of  the 
evidence  furnished  on  this  point;  yet,  as 
the  subject  is,  at  this  time,  ot  vital  im- 
portance, a  considerable  portion  of  each 
Number  is  devoted  to  it. 

Many  more  interesting  letters  from 
Haytien  emigrants  are  on  tile,  which  were 
designed  for  insertion  in  this  paper. — 
Some  of  them  may,  probably,  appear 
hereafter;  but  the  most  of  tliem  will  be 
necessarily  crowded  out,  to  make  room 
for  the  usual  variety  which  the  character 
of  the  work  must  sustain.  The  reader  is 
requested  to  give  the  first  of  them,  particu- 
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larly,    an    atUMUive   and  careful  jjcru^al.

better  than  ten  would  be  in  the  United 
States.  And  here,  there  is  no  hard  win- 
ter to  provide  against.  Here,  too,  men 
of  less  enterprise,  who  will  labour,  may 
do  better  than  in  America.  I  cannot  there- 
fore, but  conclude  that  it  is  advisable  for 
our  coloured  people  to  come  over  to  this 
part  of  the  island;  tho'  I  think  other  Ports 
are  preferable.  Port  Piatt,  and  Samana, 
as  they  have  fewer  native  inhabitants,  andj 
admit  of  greater  numbers  to  settle  in  the 
Same  district,  where  the,}'  can  have  more 
of  their  own  institutions,  are  to  be  prefer- 
red to  this  Port.  Let  them  come  with 
the  intention  of  being  good  and  industri- 
ous citizens,  in  the  expectation  of  obtain 
ing  their  living  by  labour,  and  they  will 
soon  feel  themselves  in  the  enj<jynient  of! 
their  rational  privileges,  in  the  midst  of 
a  people  like  themselves,  who  tread  the 
soil  they  own  in  the  dignified  manliness 
which  a  conscious  equality,  alone,  im- 
parts to  human  deportment  They  leave 
the  land  of  their  degradation,  where  the}' 
must  always  have  seen  a  race  of  superi 
ors,  to  whom  they  would  have  been  ne- 
cessarily subject,  in  respect  to  moral 
influence.  And  under  what  advantages 
can  they  come?  The}'  may  perform  the 
voyage  and  reach  their  bmd  without  ex 
pense  to  themselves.  They  may  receive 
immediately,  three  acres  each  (the  cir- 
reau  is  eight  rods  more)  of  land  tliat  is 
acknowledged  to  be  excellent  by  all,  and 
which  in  this  climate  will  yield  more  than 
ten,  in  the  United  States.  They  will  be 
furnished  with  provisions  four  montlis, 
and  longer  should  any  adversity  belal 
them;  with  habitations  that  exceed,  for 
this  climate,  most  of  those  which  the  em- 
igrants to  our  new  countries  are  obliged 
to  build  for  themselves;  with  tools,  to   a 


good  extent,  and  medical  aid,  if  necessa- 
ry— and  all  this  gratuitous!  Besides,  if 
they  choose,  they  may  have  the  opportu- 
nity of  taking  lands  on  eqnal  s  ares;  when 
they  will  receive  a  supply  of  live  stock 
and  necessary  utensiis  I'or  their  busin  ^ss; 
a  large  plat  of  ground,  free,  on  which  to 
raise  tlieir  own  provision,  which  bes'des 
doing  (his,  is  often  more  profitable  than 
the  half  of  the  produce  (hey  raise  for  the 
)wner;  and  custom  has  given  to  the  ten- 
ant the  right  to  all  the  poul  ry,  fruit  and 
vegetables  on  the  p'antrition  His  pro- 
duce may  be  Sugar,  Coffee,  Cacoa,  To- 
bacco, Cotton  and  Indigo — productions 
that  always  find  a  market-  -besides  Corn, 
Rice,  Wheat,  and  the  nameless  variety 
of  vegetables.  Cattle  and-  Swine  run 
wild:  and  the  latter  in  such  numbers  as 
to  supply  the  country.  Market^  too.  is 
near,  in  every  place,  and  no  where  is  the 
inclemency  of  winter  consuming  all  the 
earnings  of  summer.  Yet  the  clim^'te  is 
Icclared  to  be  healthy,  even  for  the 
whites  of  New  Englanci;  -ind  it  is  pecu- 
iar!y  adapted  to  the  people  to  whom  it  is 
offering  so  many  and  great  advantages. — 
To  the  younger  class  of  thxt  people,  par- 
ticularly, it  certainly  presents  the  nsost 
flattering  invitation.  Never  have  emi- 
grants to  any  country,  or,  at  least,  to  any 
part  of  our  most  favoured  country,  en- 
joyed such  advantages.  Anil  let  them 
come  by  thousimds.  .^Ty  advice  is,  to  the 
younger  part  especially,  to  come,  enjoy 
their  natural  rights  and  privileges,  and 
give  stability  to  a  country  and  government 
which  is  the  Sun  of  hope  to  all  the  de- 
scendants of  Airica.  O  t!  at  there  were  a 
magnanimity  in  my  country — a  geraiine 
love  oi  true  freedom,  v/hich  would  reach 
forth  a  helping  hr.nd,  and  send  oui  (not 
'^mply  and  destituie)  that  people  w)  om 
siie  will  not  admit  to  a  particip-lir..!  of 
iliose  high  privileges  she  so  proudly 
bo.ists!  O  that  christians,  there,  felt,  as 
ih^'y  ought,  the  sacred  principle.*!  of  the 
"lil»eriy'"  of  ihe  gosp.-l  ot  Wv.w  who  c;:me 
"to  preach  deliverance  to  the  c;iptives," 
and  "give  his  life  a  ransom!"  i  trust  it 
will,  yer,  be  so.  I  believ^  in  the  pro- 
Miise  to  Et'iiopia.  Fnt  i  am  not  without 
my  fears  that  my  eountry  jBust  be  awa- 
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kened  (o  it:<  «liU_v  by  tlroadliil  coiiituotions 
and  direful  deeds. 

Vou  hiive,  doubllosis,  li»\ird  dishenrten- 
in<;  rumours  iVoiii  tliis  plucf,  in  ri-feronce 
to  which,  I  ouuht  to  be  more  exjilicit. — 
'J' he  report  that  the  einiurnnts  wer(>  pro- 
hibited writiim  to  America,  I  believe  i? 
\vholly  uiiromidfd,  in  respect  to  every 
plice  in  the  i*lan  '.  The  apprehension 
that  they  could  not  return  a>::  i.in,  even  it 
they  paid  their  passaj^e,  has  arisen  from 
a  misunderstan<lm<:!;  ol'  the  law,  in  relation 
to  passports.  Our  emijirants,  learniiiLi 
that  they  could  not  jjo  without  a  pennil 
from  the  I'resident,  supposed  the  law  was 
made  particularly  tor  themselves,  to  pre- 
vent their  return: — whereas  it  is  a  law 
that  was  enacted  in  the  time  of  President 
Petion,  and  adopted  to  prevent  men,  en 
trusted  with  public  monies,  from  improv- 
ing the  many  opporluiiities  of  absconding;

is  now  there  attending  upon  a  daughter, 
only  one  has  died  in  the  hospital: — Yet  I 
had  been  told  by  Americans  that  several 
had  died  there.  I  had  also  heard  that 
tvventy-hve  had  died  at  one  of  their  settle- 
ments, called  Limbe;  and  that  many  more 
were  sick,     I    found  two  in  the  hospital 
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irom  this  settlement.  They  said,  on  en- 
quiry, that  "a  great  many  had  died."  1 
asked,  how  many? — "A  great  many" — 
And  how  many  is  a  great  many?  They 
then  were  able  to  enumerate  six,  and  no 
more,  but  still  said  more  had  died.  Ex- 
aggerated reports  always  prevail.  I  know 
what  enormous  falsehoods  have  circulat- 
ed through  the  United  States  of  America, 
about  the  African  Colony; — ^and  the 
friends  of  Haytien  colonization  must 
hot  be  discour.-iged  at  any  reports.  Thej 
worst  wdl  doubtless  beputinto  circulation  j 
by  thoughtless  ignorance  or  base  malice, 
that  would  prevent  an}'  good  from  coming 
to  the  black  man.  Let  them  but  use  a 
little  patience,  and  soon  the  truth  can  be 
known.  Yesterday,  an  American  gentle- 
man, who  has  travelled  through  tlie  coun- 
tr}',  and  seen  much  of  it,  assured  me  the 
finest  of  land  is  put  into  the  possession  of 
the  emigrants;  and  the  best  advantages 
that  emigrants  could  have  in  any  country, 
are  turiiished  to  the  industrious  coloured 
man. — And  another,  who  has  resided  in 
the  country  several  years,  assures  me, 
that  six  hours  of  labour  a  day,  here,  will 
bo  more  productive  than  twelve,  in  Amer- 
ica. A  very  respectable  emigrant,  by  the 
name  of  King,,  has  just  told  me  that  the 
emigrants  of  his  neighbonrhood  are  on 
good  land;  have  had  houses  built  for 
them;  and  have  received  their  provision 
regularly,  and  in  great  abundance.  He 
says  that  farmers  will  much  improve  their 
condition  in  removing  here.  i\Jechanics, 
generally,  will  not,  unless  they  become 
cultivators  of  the  soil,  which  he  has  done, 
being  a  Ship  Carpenter.  The  opinion  ! 
have  expressed  in  my  letter,  is  thus  daily 
Corroborated. 

In  relation  to  Samana,  and  Port  Piatt,  1 
will  say,  that,  as  the  population  is  thin, 
and  the  government  lauds  of  great  extent, 
so  that  large  numbers  can  settle  contigu- 
ously, the  emigrants  there,  can  have  all 
the  advantages  which  a  settlement  in  a 
country  by  themselves  could  afford. — 
But,  sir,  I  will  not  weary  you  too  much. 
I  have  written  in  great  haste: 

I  expect  to  pass  to  Port  au  Prince  in 
tliree  weeks.

with  some.  I  am  no  ways  disappointed, 
as  many  are  that  expected  to  be  gentle- 
men without  working.  There  is  a  bless- 
ed prospect  to  all  farmers;  Please  to 
ask  Frisby  to  do  me  the  favor  to  send  me 
some  small  scions  of  peaches,  apples  and 
chen-ies,  or  any  kind  of  fruit  he  can  get, 
by  the  first  convenient  opportunity.  I  met 
with  a  heavy  loss  of  tifty  dollars;  but 
thank  God  I  have  not  suffered  yet,  and 
shall  not  while  I  enjoy  my  healih.  Please 
to  present  my  respects  to  ********>^.

But  since  {iovornor  Cole- 
ha*  been  prosecuted  and  fined  for  enian- 
cip  iting  his  slaves,  and  since  the  slave 
Faction,  there  has  shewn  a  determina- 
tion to  increase  instead  of  dinjinishina:  the 
evil,  he  has  recommend. 'd  to  the  Lcgisl.i- 
ture  to  enact  laws  for  the  total  abolition  ot' 
shivery,  in  th  it  stale,  as  speedily  as  the 
nature  oi"  things  will  permit.  He  also  ad- 
vises the  adoption  of  measures  to  break 
up  the  internal  trallic  in  huuian  flesh,  in 
that  part  of  the  coimtry. 

Female  Liberality.  We  learn,  from  a 
very  re>ipect.d>le  source,  that  a  widow  la- 
dy of  Lou<loun  c©unly,  Virginia,  lately 
made  her  will,  in  which  she  bequeathed 
th''  sum  of  one  hundnnl  dollars,  towards 
defiMving;  the  expf>nse  of  transporting 
coloured  persons  to  Hayti.

rO,  when,  where,  and  on  what  account." 

Georgia.  Among  the  acts  oft'  e  Iclms- 
I  ilure  of  Georgia,  at  their  last  session,  is

rough constables,  be  required  to  render 
<n'ery  assistance  in  arresting  the  run.'way 
slaves  from  Maryhind,  and  that  a  law  be 
passed  prescribing  that  each  black  man, 
s  ould  hive  the  record  evidence  of  his 
freedom,  or  that  the  inrlisputed  reputation 
of  his  nei'ihbourliood  should  establish  it." 
/j(/rcv  of  riririnia.  Governor  Pleasants, 
in  his  late  communication  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  V  irginia,  m.ikes  some  ver}'  sensi- 
l»le  remarks  on  the  su!iject  ot  their  crimi- 
nal code. — i  le  concludes  thus: 

"The  law  also  which  directs   that  for 
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coriiiin  offences  (Vee  per;-oiis  ot"  coiour 
s!i  !il  be  transporteil  be}'()ii(l  tiie  limits  o, 
the  U.  States,  and  solii  as  slaves,  is  cer- 
tainly the  most  rigorous  law  of  our  who!.- 
criiJiin.il  code.  Several  persons  of  this 
description  have  been  removed  Iroindii- 
ferent  j  ids  in  the  state  to  the  Peniientiar_y 
for  sale  .'.iid  transportation,  but  the  coii- 
stituliouality  of  the  hivv  having  been 
doabted,  a  case  has  been  tried  in  the  Gen- 
eral Court  on  that  point.  It  is  umlerstood 
to  have  been  the  unanimous  opinion  olthe 
Judj^es  at  the  last  June  term  that  tlie  law 
does  not  violate  tlie  Constitution:  What- 
ever may  be  its  character  m  reference  to 
the  Constitution,  it  is  cerlaiuiy  on  abstract 
grounds  a  very  harsh  law.  and  departs 
muci.  from  the  general  character  ol  our 
eri.iimal  code,  which  is  mildness  and 
so'nething  like  tenderness  towards  thai 
unibrtunate  as  well  as  criminal  part  of  our 
population,  the  persons  coming  under  tlie 
penalties  of  the  criminal  code.  As  tar  as 
I  have  been  able  to  obseive,  these  two 
laws  (for  whipping  free  white  persons 
and  transporting  and  selling  as  slaves  free 
persons  of  colour)  are  more  in  conllict 
with  public  feeling  and  sentiment,  than  ill 
is  common  for  the  acts  of  our  legislature 
to  be.  I  therefore  respectfully  invite  the 
attention  otthe  General  Assembly  to  these 
subjects."

[writer   from    Tunis,  under   date  of  Jan. 

4tli,    1825,  says; 

"It  is  disgr.iceful  to  Europe  that  the 
government  on  this  side  of  the  Mediterra- 
nean should  have  been  so  long  suffered  to 
exist.  We  cannot,  at  present,  however, 
hope  for  any  favourable  change,  since  the 
principles  of  government  which  now  ani- 
mate the  Holy  Alliance,  seem  to  be  pretty 
much  in  unison  with  those  which  prevail 
here." 

To  Be  consi-^  e  it,  this  writer  should 
include  some  of  the  governments  on  tids 
side  of  the  Atlantic,  in  his  denunciation 
and  proscription.  He  uiust  know,  tliat 
the  Turks  have  done  nothing  more  wick- 
ed, in  that  respect,  than  we  have,  our- 
selves.
